In 1908 a movement was started by the city council 
to pave the business section of Main street* a resolution 
to tins effect having been passed. Immediately property 
owners got busy with a protest petition and succeeded 
in getting a majority to sign it, the petitioners claiming 
that the assessment was excessive and that the property 
could not stand it. 
Immediately after the Main street was protested out, 
a few boosters owning property on Twelfth street got 
busy and succeeded in getting a majority on that street 
to sign a petition asking for the pavement. After thfe 
contract had been awarded, or at least after the city 
council had taken steps to carry out the wishes of the 
petitioners, an injunction was asked for and the matter 
came up at Wewoka before the district judge, who 
promptly refused to grant the injunction, holding that a 
majority petition was sufficient authority for the council 
to proceed. Then after Twelfth street was paved the 
property owners on Main street, seeing that something 
had to be done, again got busy and as a result Main 
street was paved also. 
Just a year or so ago the board of commissioners 
took the necessary steps to sewer the north part of the 
city, and were threatened with injunction proceedings. 
However, with the help of a number of wide-awake citi­ 
zens, the project was put through, and that part of the 
city began to build and property to increase in value 
until now that is one of the most beautiful parts of Ada. 
No matter how worthy the project, there are always 
some who are against it. Tightwads, they are, who are 
afraid to invest in their own town. And where, pray, 
can a better investment be found than one’s own town? 
If you have signed the petition which is hampering 
the paving of our streets, be big and broad enough to 
realize your mistake.
